Carmen Segura, coordinadora 
nacional de Protección Civil. dijo

terremoto. 10,000 viviendas que- 
daron destruidas y unas 8,000 es- 
tán dañadas y necesitan repara- 
ciones. 

La funcionaria precisó que 26 
personas fallecieron en Colima a 
consecuencia del movimiento 
telúrico, que se sintió en 16 de los 
32 estados de México, dos mu- 
rieron en Jalisco y una más en 
Michoacán. 

Además, 248 personas resul- 
taron heridas o lesionadas en 
Colima y 31 más en Jalisco, según 
Segura.

were confirmed by the Supreme 
Court's 1978 ruling in Bakke v. 
Regents of University of Califor- 
nia, Which allowed institutions of 
higher education, under certain 
circumstances, to take race into 
consideration in their admissions 
process in order to further intel- 
lectual diversity. 

In the near future. the United 
States Supreme Court will decide 
on two reverse discrimination 
suits filed by white students 
against the University of Michi- 
gan and its admissions policy. It 
is expected that Bakke v. Regents 
of University of California may be 
overturned. 

How is it possible that Su- 
preme Court rulings can make a 
180 degree turnaround if the U.S. 
Constitution and the Bill of Rights 


have remained unaltered since the 
affirmative action and equal rights 
debate that led to The Civil Rights 
Act was passed in 1964? 
Judgments are based on an 
interpretation, which depends on 
the interpreter and on a majority 
rule by the Supreme Court jus- 
tices. More basically, it may de- 
pend on who votes*and who 
makes financial contributions to 
legislators because they in turn 
vote to confirm or deny a presi-

Court. It literally has little to do 
with right and wrong; black or 
white.

Rodeado de una impresio- 
nante escuadra de seguridad, 
envidia de cualquier politico y 
quizá, hasta de varios presidentes 
mexicanos, Rudolph Giuliani 
tuvo su “primer contacto directo” 
con la urbe más poblada de la 
tierra: “Mi Ciudad”. 

Una “Ciudad” ante la cual, el 
nombrado “Hombre del Año 2001 
de la Revista Time” y “Caballe- 
ro”, tuvo el pasado martes 14 de 
enero su “primera probadita” de 
la tremenda inseguridad que fla- 
jela a los habitantes de la capital 
mexicana... (... se “libró” por un 
día, porque en donde le hubiera 
tocado visitar a la “Gran Manza- 
na”... perdón, “La Gran Tenoch- 
titlán” un “Martes 13”, entonces 
sí que “los guaruras” que le res- 
guardaban celosísimamente ha- 
brían sido aún más). 

De cualquier manera, su red 
de seguridad y aislamiento de la

culturales”, agregó Giuliani. 

Y es que el “paquete” o reto 
que tiene el exfuncionario ante sí 
es enorme y contra el que hasta 
ahora, ningún gobernante capita- 
lino ha podido superar. 

De acuerdo con la organiza- 
ción “México unido contra la de- 
lincuencia”. en México, Distrito 
Federal se cometen entre 1,500 a 
2,000 delitos diarios. De estos só- 
lo el 40% se denuncian, como 
muestra de la poca credibilidad de 
las víctimas en los cuerpos de se- 
guridad. Esta situación ha obli- 
gado a que el 77 % de la población 
en general, haya cambiado sus 
hábitos y costumbres, ante el cre- 
cimiento sin freno de la crimi- 
nalidad.

Sobra quienes, apoyando la 
decisión del funcionario mexica- 
no, piensan que aunque se trate 
de un extranjero, Giuliani, quien 
acaparó la atención principal de 
la prensa tras su desempeño en el 
9-11, cuenta con la experiencia y 
los conocimientos necesarios para 
ponerle un fin a esta situación. 

Alejandro Díaz Barroso, Pre-

Al frente de la “Gran Man- 
zana” consiguió una reducción de 
70% en la incidencia por homi- 
cidios y un 5% en la criminalidad. 
Su éxito fue tal, que a sus cinco 
años de administración, el Buró 
Federal de Investigaciones, FBI, 
clasificó a Nueva York como “la 
ciudad más grande y más segura 
de Estados Unidos”.

La Acción Afirmativa (Affir- 
mative Action) es un recurso le- 
gal que nació hace tres décadas a 
la luz del movimiento de los de- 
rechos civiles. Su objetivo es 
brindar igualdad de oportunidades 
a las minorías, en lo relacionado 
con empleo, educación y deci- 
siones de contratación. Hoy, esta 
figura se ha visto en el medio de 
un debate en el cual el mismo pre- 
sidente Bush se pronunció en con- 
tra de la misma. 

Generalmente las institucio- 
nes que tienen políticas de Acción 
Afirmativa, como la Universidad 
de Michigan, definen sus objeti- 
vos y calendarios con miras a 
incrementar la diversidad entre 
sus empleados o estudiantes. Para 
hacerlo utilizan prácticas de re- 
clutamiento en las que se dan pre- 
ferencia a algunas personas sobre 
otras, pero todo con el fin de crear 
igualdad. 

Como ejemplo, quien se en- 
cargue de la admisión de em- 
pleados o estudiantes en una em- 
presa o institución académica que 
utilice la figura de Acción Afir- 
mativa, deberá escoger al candi- 
dato perteneciente a una minoría 
en el caso de tener dos solicitantes 
calificados (un hispano y un esta- 
dounidense por 
ejemplo).

En esta forma, se le estarán 
dando oportunidades a personas 
que podrían ser víctimas de dis- 
criminación, y nunca llegarían a 
ocupar cargos que para personas 
de la raza blanca suelen ser ha- 
bituales. 

Hasta ahí, la Acción Afirma- 
tiva marchaba bien. Fue el re- 
ciente pronunciamiento del pre- 
sidente Bush en contra de la mis- 
ma lo que encendió el debate, en 
el cual, hasta el mismo Secretario 
de Estado, Colin Powell, dijo no 
estar de acuerdo con lo que ma- 
nifestó el mandatario. 

Según el presidente, la Acción 
Afirmativa es un “tipo de pro- 
grama que equivale a cuotas ra- 
ciales”, y que promueve “un tipo 
de discriminación que es incons- 
titucional”. 

Pero los defensores de esta 
figura explican que la Acción 
Afirmativa surgió tras la marcha 
celebrada en Washington el 28 de 
agosto de 1963, cuando más de 
250 mil ciudadanos estadouni- 
denses de todas las edades, ocu- 
paciones, razas y religiones hi- 
cieron una manifestación para 
exigir plenos derechos civiles para 
los afroamericanos. 

Un año después de la marcha 
(en la cual el Dr. Martin Luther 


King pronunció el histórico dis- 
curso titulado “Tengo un sueño”), 
el Congreso aprobó el Acta de De- 
rechos Civiles de 1964, poniendo 
fin a la discriminación y el pre- 
juicio fanático. 

Los hispanos nos veríamos 
perjudicados por la abolición de 
este recurso pues en los Estados 
Unidos, aún existen desigualdades 
raciales, favoritismos, prejuicios 
y discriminación. 

Varias instituciones y or- 
ganizaciones hispanas llamaron la 
atención del presidente Bush en 
lo que se refiere a que eliminar la 
acción afirmativa puede inter- 
pretarse como un duro golpe a las 
aspiraciones educativas de los 
hispanos. 

Entre las organizaciones his- 
panas que se pronunciaron están 
el Consejo Nacional de la Raza 
(NCLR), la Liga de Ciudadanos 
Latinoamericanos Unidos 
(LULAC), el Fondo México-ame- 
ricano de Educación y Defensa 
Legal (MALDEF) y la Asociación 
de Universidades Hispanas 
(HACU), organizaciones que di- 
jeron que la Acción Afirmativa es 
necesaria para contrarrestar otras 
desventajas que afrontan los es- 
tudiantes latinos. 

Por otra parte el presidente del 
Grupo de legisladores hispanos 
del congreso, el demócrata de 
Texas, Ciro Rodríguez, dijo que 
la decisión del presidente envía un 
mensaje “muy negativo”, y que la 
Acción Afirmativa es necesaria 
porque “todavía existe mucha 
discriminación y es muy bajo el 
índice de estudiantes de minorías 
en las universidades del país”. 

Las cifras hablan por sí solas. 
Algunas investigaciones demues- 
tran que hoy por hoy la Acción 
Afirmativa es más importante que 
nunca, sobre todo en el acceso a 
estudios superiores. 

El Centro Hispano Pew re- 
portó recientemente que sólo el 
16% de los estudiantes hispanos 
que se gradúan de secundaria, en- 
tre edades 25-29, completan es- 
tudios superiores, en comparación 
con el 37% de los estudiantes 
blancos. Es evidente la necesidad 
de incrementar las oportunidades 
de acceso a la universidad para los 
hispanos. 

Un reporte del Joint Center 
for Political and Economic Stud- 
ies, encontró que: El 69% de los 


doctores son hombres blancos, : 
22% mujeres blancas, 4% son de - 
raza negra, y sólo el 5% son : 


latinos.

Informe reflexiona sobre los altibajos de Silicon Valley _ 


San Francisco, (EFE).- Sili 
con Valley, cuna de la revolución 
de Internet, redujo en un 9 por 
ciento el índice de empleo desde 
el primer trimestre de 2001 hasta 
el segundo de 2002, según un 
estudio sobre los altibajos del 
valle difundido el martes. 

Los empleos que se perdieron 
a lo largo de este período equi- 
valen a más de la mitad de los que 
se crearon en el valle californiano 
desde 1998 hasta el 2000, indica 
el informe del Joint Venture Sili- 
con Valley. un grupo dedicado a 
la promoción del área. 

El estudio señala que las 
pérdidas fueron particularmente 
fuertes en el sector del software, 
hardware y semi-conductores, que 
redujeron sus plantillas (nóminas) 
en un 22 por ciento. 

Como consecuencia de este 
enfriamiento, la media de salarios 
en el valle se redujo en un 6 por 
ciento, desde los $80,000 dólares 
al año hasta los $62,500 (una cifra 
que todavía es alta si se compara 
con la media del país, de unos
